ARE R E F U S E D INJUNCTION 


Judge 
Decides 
Against 
Waterpower 
Users on Cuyahoga River. 
Ravenna, O.. Sept. 20 
An impor­ 
tant decision was handed down by 
Judge George R. Robinson here when 
an injunction was refused the North­ 
ern Ohio Traction and Light company 
and numerous other parties who own 
and operate waterpower in the Cuya­ 
hoga river at Cuyahoga Falls. Monroe 
Falls and other places below Kent. 
Th** Injunction asked was to restrain 
the Brie Railroad company from tab 
lng water from the river at Kent Th** 
plaintiffs allege that the railroad rom 
pany diverts the water of th** stream 
because It hauls the water away lh 
Its engines; that the railroad is not 
a riparian owner, because its right of 
way crosses only a tributary to th* 
river. 
The court held that the plain 
tiffs knew that the railroad company 
had been using this water for nearly 
half a century, and that the plaintiffs 
have slept upon their rights 
The plaintiffs complain that recent 
Iv new pumps of much greater Capac 
Ity have been Installed at K e n t , and 
lf this derision stands the railroad 
company will be permitted to pump 
the river dry. 
The result of Ibis ens* 
Is ttnportan? to both the railroad com 
pany and the waterpower owners and 
will go to the supreme court.
